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REPORT  AND  ACCOUNTS. — In  presenting  to  the  Governors 
and  Subscribers  their  Report  for  the  year  1929,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  express  their  thankfulness  that  the 
Hospital  continues  its  useful  work.  Although,  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  Accounts,  the  expenses  have  somewhat 
increased,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  bring  the  Institution 
to  a  state  of  efficiency.  There  is  still  a  substantial  deficit, 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  expenditure  always 
exceeds  the  income.  This  matter  has  occupied  the  serious 
concern  of  the  Committee,  and  they  strongly  appeal  for  more 
support  to  carry  on  the  work.  The  following  tables  give  a

ALMONER’S  DEPARTMENT.  —  The  Committee  have  to 
record  with  regret  that  Miss  James  has  resigned  her  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Lady  Almoner.  Miss  James  was  the  first  occupant 
of  the  office,  and  during  her  tenure  much  progress  was  made 
in  bringing  the  department  to  a  state  of  efficiency.  The 
vacancy  has  been  filled  by  Miss  R.  d’Arcy  Whitney,  for  some 
years  Assistant  Almoner  at  the  East  London  Hospital  for 
Children. 


MEDICAL  COUNCIL. — During  the  year  Mr.  E.  L.  Payne, 
the  Senior  Honorary  Surgeon  and  Chairman  of  the  Council, 
resigned  his  appointment,  and  has  been  placed  on  the  list  of 
Consulting  Surgeons  to  the  Hospital.  The  Committee 
desire  to  place  on  record  their  high  appreciation  of  his 
valuable  services  since  1907.  Mr.  J.  S.  Burn  has  been 
appointed  to  succeed  him,  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Crawshaw  has  been 
transferred  from  the  Out-patient  Staff.  The  vacancy  thus 
caused  has  not  yet  been  filled,  Mr.  Crawshaw  undertaking 
the  work  as  a  temporary  measure. 

COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT.— Members  retiring  this 
year  in  accordance  with  the  rules  are  : — Mr.  H.  E.  Hornby, 
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Major  H.  F.  Hughes,  Mr.  H.  Nelson,  Mr.  H.  A.  Pike,  J.P.r 
and  Mr.  William  C.  Robinson,  M.B.E.,  J.P.,  who,  being 
eligible,  offer  themselves  for  re-election,  with  the  exception 
of  Major  Hughes,  who  has  expressed  a  wish  to  retire. 

SURREY  COUNTY  CONNCIL  “V.D.”  CLINIC  — The  Com¬ 
mittee  have  to  report  the  negotiations  between  the  Hospital 
and  the  County  Council  to  erect  a  venereal  disease  centre  at 
this  Hospital  have  been  abandoned.  The  cottages  and  land 
adjoining  the  Hospital,  purchased  for  this  purpose  will  be 
utilised  for  further  extensions. 

NEW  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT. —  Far-reaching  changes- 
will  take  place  when  the  Act  comes  into  force  on  the  1st 
April.  The  County  Council  will  then  assume  supervision  of 
all  Poor  Law  Hospitals  in  Surrey.  Under  the  clause  pro¬ 
viding  for  co-operation  and  consultation  between  the 
governing  bodies  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  the  County 
Councils,  full  advantage  will  be  taken  of  the  bed  accommo¬ 
dation  in  both  branches  of  Health  services. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1925.— Borough  and  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict  Councils  in  the  area  served  by  the  Hospital  have  shown 
a  further  response  to  appeals  for  contributions  under  this 
Act.  Richmond  Corporation,  £157  10s.  Od.  ;  Twickenham 
Corporation,  £105  ;  Barnes  U.D.C.,  £100;  Heston  and  Isle- 
worth  U.D.C.,  £50;  Kingston  Corporation,  £50;  Sunbury 
U.D.C.,  £15  15s.  Od.  ;  Brentford  and  Chiswick  U.D.C., 
£10  10s.  Od. ;  Ham  U.D.C  ,  £10  10s.  Od.  ;  Molesey  U.D.C.> 
£10  ;  Hampton  U.D.C.,  £5  ;  and  Hampton  Wick  U.D.C., 
£5.  The  Committee  desire  to  record  their  appreciation  and 
thanks  for  the  assistance  thus  afforded.  There  is  still  in 
some  districts  a  great  discrepancy  between  the  cost  of 
patients  and  the  receipts  from  the  particular  area. 

LINEN  LEAGUE  AND  LADIES’  WORKING  PARTY.  —  The 

Committee  again  desire  to  express  their  grateful  thanks  to 
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the  Honorary  Secretary  (Mrs.  William  Sandover)  and  the 
members  of  the  Linen  League  for  their  valuable  help.  The 
Hospital  has  been  well  provided  with  linen,  &c.,  and  in 
addition  large  numbers  of  articles  have  been  repaired  b}r  the 
Weekly  Working  Party,  under  Miss  Rydon.  The  League 
has  generously  increased  its  annual  contribution  from  £35 
to  £50  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Linen  League  Bed. 

TRAINING  DEPARTMENT.— The  usual  course  of  lectures, 
in  accordance  with  the  syllabus  of  the  General  Nursing 
Council  for  England  and  Wales,  have  been  given  and  exami¬ 
nations  have  been  held. 

Lectures  on  Medical  Nursing — Dr.  T.  A.  Matthews. 

Anatomy  and  Physiology  :  Surgical  and  Gynaecological 

Lectures— Mr.  J.  W.  Heekes. 

Hygiene — Dr.  C.  S.  Brebner,  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Theory  and  Practice  of  Nursing — The  Matron. 

Special  Invalid  Cookery— The  Assistant  Matron. 

Sixteen  probationers  have  entered  the  Hospital  since 
March,  1929,  of  which  thirteen  have  signed  for  the  full 
period  of  training. 

Six  probationers  have  completed  their  training.  Four 
have  gone  to  fill  appointments  ;  two  have  remained  to  gain 
further  experience  as  staff  nurses. 

The  Matron  continues  to  serve  as  an  examiner  in  practical 
nursing  for  the  final  examination  on  behalf  of  the  General 
Nursing  Council. 

THANKSGIVING  SERVICE  —  To  commemorate  the  Dia¬ 
mond  Jubilee  of  the  Hospital  a  thanksgiving  service  was 
arranged  at  the  Parish  Church,  on  Sunday,  10th  February, 
1929.  The  Vicar  of  Richmond  (the  Rev.  G.  H.  M.  Gray, 
M.  A.),  who  is  Chaplain  to  the  Hospital,  conducted  the  service^ 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  G.  Weigall,  M.A.,  Vicar  of  St.  John’s. 
A  large  number  of  supporters  of  the  Hospital  attended  the 


service. 
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POUND  DAY. — The  Committee  record  with  grateful  ap¬ 
preciation  the  kindness  of  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mrs.  Ashton 
Heath)  and  the  members  of  the  Pound  Day  Committee  for 
the  very  valuable  help  to  the  Hospital  by  their  efforts  on 
Pound  Day.  The  amount  of  cash  received  was  £20  14s.  9d., 
the  value  of  goods  being  estimated  at  £70  10s.  2d. 

VICE-PRESIDENT, — The  Committee  are  pleased  to  an¬ 
nounce  the  oppointment  of  Lord  Lee  of  Fareham  as  a  Vice- 
President  of  the  Hospital. 

—  The  Richmond  Nursing  Divi¬ 
sion  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  have  held  their 
weekly  meetings  in  the  Out-patient  Hall,  members  being 
also  given  opportunities  in  the  teaching  and  practice  of 
nursing.

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LADY  ALMONER’S  REPORT,  1929. 


I  beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1929.  I  was  glad 
to  be  appointed  to  succeed  Miss  James  in  October,  for  I  had 
already  worked  in  this  busy  little  Hospital  as  locum.  May  I 
stress  a  few  points  in  this,  my  first  Report  ? 

Money  is  a  very  necessary  and  quite  indispensable  means 
of  maintaining  and  developing  the  work  of  any  institution,  and 
further,  a  large  share  of  an  Almoner’s  time  is  taken  up  in 
trying  to  put  the  Hospital’s  resources  to  the  best  possible  pur¬ 
pose — by  no  means  an  easy  achievement.  Many  patients  are 
often  not  able  to  carry  out  the  treatment  recommended  for 
them,  either  through  lack  of  understanding  or  means,  or  diffi¬ 
culties  of  distance.  It  is  often  here  that  the  suggestion  of  the 
Almoner  can  put  the  patient  on  the  right  lines,  perhaps  thus 
avoiding  irregular  attendance  and  consequent  waste  of  hospital 
material.  The  Almoner  attempts  to  understand  the  situation 
and  follow  up  the  patient  by  means  of,  say,  a  personal  home 
visit  or  from  a  member  of  a  local  church  or  society.  During 
the  last  year  it  has  been  possible  to  have  many  helpful  visits 
paid  in  this  manner.  We  should  like  more  visitors.  We  want, 
again,  one  or  two  people  who  would  in  very  necessitous  cir- 
cumstances  lend  cars  to  fetch  ex-in-patients  for  special  treat¬ 
ment,  particularly  in  the  Massage  Department,  where  attendance 

r  • 

should  be  regular,  and  people  often  cannot  manage  to  pay  for 
taxis. 

It  is  almost  inconceivable  what  an  Almoner  may  be  asked 
to  do,  and  often  at  a  moment’s  notice,  but  she  rejoices  that  this 
somewhat  enigmatic  life  is  her  lot.  To  quote  an  example  :  The 
physician  enquires,  “  Can  Jimmy  S.  be  kept  cleaner,  as  more 
than  half  his  trouble  is  caused  by  dirt  and  bad  home  conditions, 
and  he  should  go  away  for  convalescence  when  presentable  ? 
Will  the  Lady  Almoner  see  what  can  be  done?  ”  A  few  straight 
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but  sympathetic  words  with  the  mother  and  a  lady  visitor  to 
call  occasionally  complete  a  transformation  in  J.  S.’s  somewhat 
sooty  countenance — would  it  had  been  only  that  ! 

Convalescence,  too,  is  a  very  necessary  part  of  the  patient’s 
treatment,  either  as  In-patient  or  Out-patient,  because  what  is 
really  needed  is  a  complete  change  of  environment  and  freedom 
for  a  time  from-  the  activities  and  cares  of  home  life.  Much 
time,  trouble,  and  expenditure  is  often  saved  when  a  patient 
can  be  sent  for  a  complete  change  for  a  few  weeks,  and  the 
work  of  arranging  this  for  patients  is  greatly  facilitated  by  gifts 
of  “  letters  ”  and  money. 

Although  in  the  past  year  the  Hospital  has  received  such 
kindly  co-operative  help  from  individuals,  societies,  and  the 
churches,  our  need  for  continued  help  is  still  great.  In  this 
connection  we  are  grateful  to  our  Chairman  and  others  who 
have  kindly  given  us  convalescent,  surgical  aid,  and  similar  help 
during  the  past  year.  Through  the  kindness  of  local  societies 
and  churches  it  has  been  possible  to  give  special  assistance  in 
various  ways  to  at  least  209  patients  during  the  past  year  ;  94 
surgical  appliances  have  been  provided  and  100  patients  have 
been  sent  to  convalescent  and  special  homes,  residential  schools, 
and  sanatoria.  Other  patients  have  been  supplied  with  extra 
nourishment  ;  special  .diet  and  assistance  with  fares  have  been 
given  where  necessary.  Arrangements  have  been  made  in  some 
cases  for  the  patients  to  attend  the  Radium  Institution,  and  in 
others  for  them  to  have  local  Ultra-violet  Ray  and  Massage 
Treatment. 

Last,  but  by  no  means  least,  I  must  refer  to  the  numbers 
of  patients  and  their  contributions. 

During  the  year  1929  5.843  patients  have  passed  through 
this  department,  1,1 56  of  these  being  In-patients  and  4,687  new 
Out-patients  and  casualties.  The  sum  of  ^2,868  has  been  con¬ 
tributed  by  old  and  new  patients,  ^2,455  from  In-patients  and 
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^415  from  Out-patients,  towards  the  cost  of  their  treatment, 
together  with  donations  from  employers  and  societies  interested 
on  their  behalf.  Included  in  this  total  was  ^522  contributed  by 
Insurance  Societies  as  extra  Hospital  Benefit  for  In-patient 
maintenance.  In  addition  to  this  we  have  received  a  grant  of 
1,344  from  the  Hospital  Saving  Association  as  a  contribution 
towards  the  treatment  given  to  their  members. 

;£364  has  been  spent  by  the  Hospital — on  surgical  appli¬ 
ances  ^136  and  on  convalescent  treatment  ^228.  Various 
societies  have  kindly  refunded  most  of  this  sum  to  us,  and  the 
patients  also  where  possible,  with  the  exception  of  ^15,  which 
has  been  found  by  our  own  small  Samaritan  Fund. 

Finally  may  we  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  indivi¬ 
duals  and  societies  who  have  given  such  splendid  co-operation 
and  help  in  the  social  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past 
year.

ABSTRACT  OF  RULES. 


87.  In-Patients,  if  considered  suitable  by  the  House 
Surgeon,  shall  be  admissible  on  presenting  their  tickets  of 
recommendation  at  the  Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon, 
such  tickets  to  remain  in  force  for  six  weeks  only. 

88.  ACCIDENTS  and  urgent  cases  shall  be  admitted  at  all 
times  without  letters  of  recommendation. 

89.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified  to 
be  In-Pati,ents,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting  of 
the  least  delay. 

91.  No  woman  pregnant  (except  in  extraordinary  cases, 
such  as  accidents,  or  where  some  surgical  operation  is  required), 
no  insane  person,  no  person  subject  to  chronic  epilepsy  or  suffer¬ 
ing  from  any  infectious  disease,  confirmed  consumption,  or  any 
disease  that  be  judged  incurable,  shall  be  admitted  as  an 
In-Patient. 

93.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays  and  Wednes-

days,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  three-thirty  p.m.,  and  no 
provisions  shall  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital  except 
by  the  permission  of  the  House  Surgeon.  Should  any  visitor  be 
detected  taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  introducing 
anything  contrary  to  the  rules,  he  or  she  will  be  strictly  pre¬ 
vented  from  entering  in  future.
